T WAS at Staling rad, and a spot fu rther sou th 
.. in the Cau casu s some 30 miles from the shores 
of the Caspian w here Adolf H itler and his arm ies 
really lost the Ru ssian w ar in the cam paig n of the 
su m m er and fall of 19 42. 


The Germ an g eneral staff can say to its people 
w ith some au thority that there was no point in re­ 
m aining in the Don valley and in a wide section 
of the Cau casu s on the basis of a defensive m ili­ 
tary plan. Its omission is its failu re to confess that 
It fell short of its m ark. 
Its real g oal was control

It ne ^ e d the oil of Baku for the w inter opera­ 
tion of its m echanized equ ipm ent, P ierre J. Hu ss 
w rites: 


“That low cold test oil is the ideal w inter lu bri­ 
cant rig ht ou t of natu re’s own oil barrel. 
Baku ’s 
w inter lu bricants are rivaled only by some of the 
rich oil fields in the United States. 
W ithou t the 
w inter proof lu bricant from Baku , the nazi w ar 
m achine virtu ally halts. 
Which is exactly w hat 
happened w hen the sw astika was hu rled back from 
the road to Baku by the arm ies of Soviet Ru ssia, 
which u nderstood the intrinsic valu e of that oil.” 
In other w ords Hitler* was beaten months be­ 
fore his w inter lins of 19 41 cru m bled.

You ca nnot 
ta ke a whiff of “ fre e e nte rprise " or a 
stre tch of a “ w'a y of life " a nd sta rt 
a fa a ory with it. To sta rt a fa ctory, 
a nd to sta rt the jobs inside tha t fa c­ 
tory, you ha ve to ha ve sa vings. You 
ha ve to ha ve mone y. You ha ve to 
ha ve capital. 
It ta ke s thousa nds of dolla rs of 
ca pita l to e quip a re a lly mode rn fa c­ 
tory with the ma chine ry for one job 
for one wa ge w'orke r. Fre e dom a nd 
Ame rica nism a rc the a tmosphe re . 
But ca pita l is the se e d in the soil. 
Unle ss we produce tha t sce d,a B< fiiB- 
less we plant it, the re will be no ne w 
crops of priva te jobs for the Ame ri­ 
ca n pe ople whe n this w’a r is ove r. 
Right the re is the ba sic point, I 
think, in a ll pbnning for Ame rica n 
postwa r prospe rity. And right the re 
is the re a son why I do not he sita te 


to sa y tha t the word upon which to 
fix the na tiona l mind a t this time is 
simply, outrightly a nd fra nkly, capi­ 
talism.

Do I sound old-fa shione d? In this 
a ge , which is prone to think a bout 
welfare w'ithout thinking a bout the 
wealth which is ne ce ssa ry to we lfa re , 
do I sound rca rtiona ry ? 1 summon to 
my a id one of the wise st frie nds of 
la bor and of business tha t this coun­ 
try ha s e ve r ha d: the la te Mr. Justice 
Bra ndé is. Addre ssing a tra de union 
a udie nce in Boston, Justice Bra ndé is 
once sa id: 
“ It is a bsolute ly csj^ ntia l tha t a 
busine ss be profita ble . 1 do not 
me a n me re ly tha t the busine ss should 
not be run a t a loss. I me a n tha t the 
busine ss should be run unde r such 
conditions tha t the owmcr is willing 
to risk his ca pita l in the busine ss." 
Note : “ risk his capital.” Mr. Bra n­ 
dé is, the sociologica l a nd judicia l 
innova tor a nd pione e r, wa s ftw ca pi­ 
ta lism; a nd, unde r his gre a t sha dow, 
I a m, too, without a pology. 


Who Suffe rs Most Unde r 
Cove rmne nta l Re gime nta tion? 


Ex pe rie nce d la bor le a de rs ge ne r­ 
a lly quite a gre e with Mr. Bra ndé is. 
Willia m Gre e n, Pre side nt of the 
Ame rica n Fe de ra tion of La be » ’, re ­ 
ce ntly sa id: 
“ If this country e ve r ge ts a syste m 
of gove rnme nta l re gime nta tion, la ­ 
bor will suffe r most. La bor, the re ­ 
fore , is de e ply inte re ste d in the pre s­ 
e rva tion of priva te busine ss; a nd 
labor should everlastingly maintain 
that the owners and managers of 
business are entitled to a fair and 
just return upon their investments.** 
Mr. Gre e n, 1 hope , will e ve rla st­ 
ingly try to te a ch tha t truth to a ll 
his followe rs. Busine ss ca n ge t no- 
w'he re by sta rving la bor. Whe n it 
sta rve s la bor, it is sta rving the pur­ 
cha se rs of its own products. But la ­ 
bor, simila rly, ca nnot ge t a nywhe re 
by Ka rving ca pita L Whe n it ma ke s 
de ma nds which sta rve ca pita l of a ll 
profits a nd sa vings, it is pre ve nting 
the cre a tion of ne w ca pita l a nd thus 
pre ve nting the cre a tion of ne w a nd 
be tte r jobs. It is sta rving its own fu­ 
ture . 
Pe ople will ne ve r unde rsta nd this 
point unle ss we sa y capitalism. 
The sa me re ma rk ca n be ma de on 
the point of ta x e s. 
fust be ca use we ha ve not sa id ca pi- 
ta lisiq, a gre a t ma ny pe ople — in 


polling booths a nd in le gisla tivcbod- 
ics — ha ve thought tha t you ca n ta x 
busine ss just a s much a s you like 
a nd still ha ve “ Fre e Ente rprise ” a nd 
“ the Ame rica n Wa y of Life .” You 
ca nnot. Be ca use : Just suppose tha t 
ytHi ta x e d a ll ne w sa vings a nd a ll 
ne w profits a nd a ll ne w ca pita l out 
of priva te ha nds into the public 
tre a sury.

The Re a l Thre a t

Providing Post-Wa r Employme nt 


He re is a fra nk re cognition of the 
propc» ition tha t for postwa r pros­ 
pe rity we ne e d not only fre e dom but 
freedom plus capital. Our ta x e s a fte r 
the w-a r must pe rmit both e mploye rs 
a nd e mploye s to sta nd on the ir own 
fe e t a nd not be come wa rds of the 
gove rnme nt. This obja rtivc wa s a d­ 
mira bly sta te d the othe r da y by 
Robe rt Wa tt, a bbor le a de r of gre a t 
promine nce in gove rnme nt wa rtime 
a ge ncie s. He sa id: 
“ Afte r this wa r I wa nt no giga ntic 
gove rnme nta l 
Rcconstrua ion Fi­ 
na nce Corpora tion to fina nce busi­ 
ne ss a nd domina te it; a nd I w'a nt no 
giga ntic gove rnme nta l Wca rks Prog­ 
re ss Administra tion to e mploy bbor 
a nd domina te iu” 


Ne ce ssity for Pla nning 


Busine ss a nd bbor should be a ble 
to unite towa rd tha t e nd with good 
will. "We should ha ve a close r coop­ 
e ra tion be twe e n busine ss a nd la bor 
in the future tha n wt ha ve e ve r ha d 
in the pa st. By coope ra tion 1 do not * 
me a n surre nde r, e ithe r by busine ss 
to bbor or by la bor to busina s. By 
coope ra tion I me a n tha t both side s 
should jointly bring forth be tte r 
fruits of e fficie ncy a nd productivity. 
La bor should drq> a ll “ ma ke - 
work” de vice s. It should drop a ll 
de vice s for ge tting pa idfw work not 
ne ce ssa ry or for work not done . It 
should drop a ll me re ly ne ga tive rc- 
iliia a cjt ic improve me nts of ma ­ 
chine s a nd of me thods. It should 
unive rsa lly a dopt the positive policy 
which some outsta nding unions ha ve 
a lre a dy a dopte d. Tha t is, it should 
he lp ma na ge me nt to improve pro­ 
ce sse s a nd to re duce costs. More tha n 
1 5 0 0 bbor ma na ge me nt committ« s 
a re cbing this now in the course of 
the “ Wa r Production Drive " to win 
the wa r. The y should ke e p on doing 
it a fte r the wa r to ma ke the pe a ce a lso 
a victory. The y should ma ste r a nd 
me moriz e one othe r re ma rk once 
ma de by Justice Bra ndé is. He sa id:
